witness box on Friday afternoon, but 
not before George Van Allen, K.C., 
cross-examining counsel, had _. sug- 
gestel that a portion of his evidence 


was ‘‘a tissue of lies’’ and charged 
that he had ‘‘formed a habit of sleep- 
ing with other men’s wives. ’’ 

Mattern was under cross-examina- 
‘ton on his story all day. At the 
alsernoon session, Mr. Van Allen 
confronted him with numerous con- 
tradictions between his own _ testi- 
mony and that of the Minister, Mrs. 
Helen Mattern (now married to Hon. 
Mr. McPhersom) and other witnesses. 
He particularly wanted to know how 
it happened that Capt. Mattern, 
when he went to the Flanagan Hotel 
at Saskatoon to keep a rendezvous 
with Mrs. Cora McPherson, bad sign- 
ed his undisguised signature as ‘‘L. 
R. Mattern and wife, Edmonton’’ 
if it was actually a secret, illicit 
meeting between the pair, and not 
(as Mrs. McPherson had alleged) for 
the purpose of supplying ‘‘hotel evi- 
dence’’ for the McPherson and Mat- 
tern divorces. 

The witness first stated it was not 
int<cnded as an illicit guilty rendez- 
vous. He said he had only gone there 
to give advice and comfort to Mrs. 
McHherson who had left home a few 
days before and wes feeling lonely 
and in need of adivice. 

‘“Then why did you register ‘and 
wifz’? You didm’t have to register 
Mrs. McPherson as your wife at the 
hotel if yow had only gone there to 
give her advice in her difficulties,’’ 
pointed out Mr. Van Allen. - 

The witness adhered to his posi- 
ton that it was not intended as an 
adulterous mecting. 

“Not after what you said had hap- 
pened between you in the music 
room?’’ demanded counsiel. 

“‘T may have theught it a possi- 
bility,’’ admitted the witne s. 

‘‘But why,’’ persisted Mr. Van 
Allen, ‘‘did you not, if this was a 
secret meeting, register under an as- 
sumed name?’’ 

Capt. Mattern seized the opening. 
In tones of outraged viruwe, he re- 
plied: ‘‘l am not in the habit, Mr. 
Van Allen, of using other men’s 
names,’’ 

‘“No, but you ‘had formed the habit 
of sleeping with other men’s wives,’’ 
retorted counsel. 

Mr. Justice Ford intervened as the

Ottawa To Cut 
Relief Grants 
Soon 


—_—xX—____ 


It is not surprising that provincial 
and civie avithoritics in the four west- 


ern provinces are seriously perturbed 
by the intimation from Ottawa that 
federal relief grants are to be reduc- 
ed from June |, The news comes at 
a time when they were planning to 
ask the Dominion Government to as- 
sume a@ larger proportion of the cost 
of unemployed relicf. The financial 
resources of many of the larger 
western centres have become strain- 
ed and the long continuances of re- 
licf expenditures has been a contrib- 
uting factor. They are already im- 
pocing taxation to the limit of reason 
and therefore are in no position to 
take over an addition to relief costs 
implied by the federal government’s 
intimation that it will reduce its 
grants. ¥» 

British Columbia has been noti- 
fied that the federal contribution to 
direct relief will be reduced in June 
to 20 per cent, in July to 10 per cent 
and then will be discontinued for a 
time at least. This agreement with 
British Columbia is of outside inter- 
est because the same terms are likely 
to be applied to the other western 
provinces. Its main features are:— 


The Dominion undertakes to bear | 


100 per cent. of the cost of home- 
less men ( ingle unemployed) and 
to provide work camps for them 
where construction projects can be 
earried out. The men will be fed, 
sheltered and clothed and paid 20c. 
per day. 

In addition, the Dominion will ac- 
cept for these work camps o-her men 
in need of relief (other than single 
unemployed) provided they are nom. 
inated by the province and provided 


the prevince pays .\:> Dominion 25c. 
per dzy for each magn. m : 
If it is the de ire of tthe e, 


the Dominion will take ova#?ntrovin- 
cial construction projects “provided 
the province gives the Dominion ex- 
isting camps and equipment, machin- 
ery, c.c. The province, in addition, 
must furnish engineering supervis- 
ion. 

The Dominion agrees to pay 50 per 
cent. cf direct relief up to July 31 in 
unorganized territory. The Domin- 
ion ag-ees, also, to pay 59 per cent. 
of direct relief given to transient 
families. 

The claus2 dealing with direct re- 
lief payments is as follows: 

The Dominion will pay to the 
province the following percent- 
ages of the necessary expendi- 
tures incurred by any municipal- 
ity for dircct relief, for remit- 
tance to the municipality: April 
1 to May 31, 33 1-3 per cent; 
June 1 to June 30, 20 per cent.; 
July 1 to July 31, 10 per cent. 
Provided the Dominion may, by 
reason of the financial condition 
of any municipality, assume a 
greater percentage of the muni- 
cipality for direct relief during 
any of these periods, but in no 
ease sihall the Dominion contri- 
bute in respect of such expendi- 
itures for direct relief an amount 
in excess of that contributed by 
the province. , 
It would seem that Ottawa believes 

there will be an early and decided 
improvement in employment  condi- 


| tions, but in the wert, familiar with 


ihe acutencss of the unemployment 
problem, no such optimism can be en- 
tertained. The placing of the many 
thousands of men now on relief back 
into self-supporting employment will 

a slow and difficult task.

any Signs Point to Upswing 
In General Business Outlook 
Factories Throughout the West Increase 


Staffs, and Tell of 


Business Prospects 


Unfulfilled predictions of business 
recovery that have been made dur- 
ing the past three and a half years 
were bound to induce caution in hold- 
ing out large hopes of the present 
stage. The tendency of late has been 
to underestimate the brightening in 
the cuthook that hlas occurred. Great 
international decisions must be made 
before there can be a marked change, 
But in the meantime there has been 
an improvement in actual conditions 
and a distinctly better feeling has 
been created. 

The information gathered by the 
Canadian Press in different parts of 
the dominion reveals that there has 
been a real though moderate advance 
everywhere during the past month. 
It has been most marked in the west, 
as was made clear by the Financial 
Post's index figures for the first 
quarter year. 

Tt was also reported  yesiterday 
from Washington that a special com- 
mittee of the Federal reserve board 
had a similar story to tell regarding 
the United Statets. Last week's re- 
view for that country published by 
Dun and Bradstreet found much evi- 
dence that the vigorous upswing of 
business there was becoming more 


pronounced. There is a feeling of 
assurance, according to that organ- 
ization, that the current revival rests 
on a firm foundation which has been 
built up slowly but solidly during 
the last two years. 

Close heed is always paid to steel 
production as a barometer and dur- 
ing April that across the border 
reached the highest total for any 
month during the pest year. Not only 
this, but it was the first time since 
the depression began that the output 
had exceeded that of the correspond- 
ing month in the previous year. A 
further increase is indicated for May 
although ordinarily there is a falling 
off at this season. 

Those who have been most fear- 
ful of what would be the effect of 
th: president's’ exercise of his infla- 
tionary powers take a special com- 
fort out of the way things have been 
going without this. The financial 
editor of the New York Times is their 
principal newspaper spokesman, and 
on Saturday he wrote that , ‘‘a sur- 
prisingly rapid improvement in many 
branches of trade and industry is 
lessening the danger of a resort to 
the more hazardous expedients pro- 
vided in the Thomas amendment.’’ 
He finds a subsitantial basis for 
greater cheerfulness manifest and 
the real inspiration for the pickup in 
business ‘‘in the release of a pur- 
chasing power that has long been 


paralyzed’’ rather than in the  pos- 
sibilities of inflation.’’ A few days 
previously that newspaper had __ this 
o say editorially: 
If the business community 
thought that the wilder  infla- 
tionist proposals would be adopt- 
ed, such a resumption of the up- 
ward turn would have been im- 
probable—except, perhaps, for 
the activities of speculators, 
The program outlined in some 
of the congressional speeches 
would wreck any industrial sys- 
tem.

The most general 
pick-up is noted in the west where 
a moderate expansion of staffs has 
resulted mainly from activity in the 
food supply and wearing apparel in- 
dust ries. 

General Motors of Canada announ- 
ced production schedules: had been in- 
creased by 1600 car units for June 
July over the previously contemplat- 
ed mid-summer schedule. The same 
optimistic conditions prevail in some 
other lines, notably mining, brewing 
and the textile indusitries. 

Improvement in the west shows in 
expansion of staffs in large and 
small concerns. Winnipeg reports 
twe meat packing plants recently 
added 100 men to handle export trade, 
an oil company and a metal working 
firm each added a dozen men to their 
staffs. 

Payrolls of Manitoba wholesale 
house increased from five to 50 per 
cent. The milling trade reports a 
pronounced upward trend in business 
with a staff increase of about 50 per 
cent. Regional reports follow: 

Saskatoon: Business conditions are 
improving and have started up-hill, 
according to heads of wholesale, re- 
tail and jobbing houses. Increase in 
staff, greater sales volume and in- 
dications of business avoiding the 
seasonal summer slump are general. 

Lethbridge: One brewery has add- 
ed to its staff, and hours are increas- 
ing, owing to the beer flew to the 
United States, motor car dealers in- 
creased their staffs and wages have 
bcen restored to former levels in 
some cases. 

Edmonton: Employment conditions 
have improved in recent weeks. 

Calgary: Business optimism is evi- 
dent, due to increased wheat prices. 
The motor industry reports spring 
activity and increased sales, the oil 
exchange is booming with increased 
accomodation necessary, unemploy- 
ment is lessening due to farm labor 
demand. 

Windsor, Ont.: Figures compiled 
by the border chamber of commerce 
from 160 concerns employing 15 or 
more workers show 11,512 employee 
in April compared with 13,604 for 
the same month of last year. More 
than half those employed are in the 
automobile industries. 

Montreal: Dominion Textile com- 
pany has ordered increase in working 
hours equivalent to taking on 1,000 
persons. National Breweries have 
added workers to their bottling and 
shipping departments, largely to 
handle export shipments. 

Canadian Cottons, Ltd., have in-- 
creased production by one-third in 
their six mills in Hamilton, Stormont, 
Dundas and Cornwall, in Ontaric and 
in Milltown and Marysville, N.B. 

Toronto: Page-Hersey company: 
‘‘We had a slight staff increase 
around the end of April but business 
improvement is not sufficienily defi- 
nite to warrant predictions regarding 
the future. T. A. Russell, of Mas-

World Co-neer 


Events of the past few weeks have concentrated attention on the inter- 
dependence of the nations of the world, and, by their promise of a general 
attack on a world scale upon the major problems of the hour, have injected 
new hope in suffering humanity that at last a serious effort is being made to 
cure the ills which have prostrated the world economic system. Conversations 
of leading statesmen at Washington, definite assurance that the world econo- 
mic conference will be held in London next month, the prospect that solution 
will be found in reciprocal tariff arrangements and adoption of an interna- 
tional monetary unit, have had immediate beneficial effect in the markets of 
the world, and appear to have restored some of the confidence lost in thé 
crash of 1929 and the bitter years since. 


Canada, in particular, faces the task of committing its new crop to the 
fertile soil with a renewed optimism and a higher courage. Assurance from 
Washington and Ottawa of reciprocal agreements in the offing that will tend 
to reopen channels of trade long made barren and unproductive by prohibi- 
tive tariff barriers, have produced a most welcome reaction in the Prairie 
West. Conjoined with this looms possibility of an easing of the general trade 
situation in Continental Europe where Canadian wheat has found continually 
increasing obstacles to overcome—obstacles created by local fears and 
narrow prejudices. The movement toward world co-operation bears with 
it also the harbinger of such conditions as will make effectively beneficial 
the Empire trade agreements consummated at Ottawa, last year. With these 
auspicious circumstances encouraging him, no wonder the Prairie Farmer 
sows higher hopes with his seed this year! 


The idea that an international problem can only be tackled successfully 
in an international way, was long in penetrating the minds of many world 
statesmen. This may have been due to the fact that statesmen are pro- 
verbally hesitant of moving in advance of public opinion—and it is a fact 
that public opinion, since the war, nurtured on fears and desperations, has 
been notoriously nationalistic in sentiment in virtually every civilized coun- 
try. In consequence, the nations have sparred defensively to evade disarma- 
ment, despite the general abhorrence of war; and have erected tariff barriers | 
in the futile hope of developing self-contained national economies, despite | 
the fact that a customs port may be more provocative than a concrete fort. 
The resultant stimulation of animosities has tended to retard concerted ac- 
tion upon the economic problems; but the strangulation of world trade with 
its accompaniment of widespread unemployment and almost universal suf- 
fering, has finally served to awaken general realization of the essential inter- 
dependence of nations, and recognition of the fact that the sure path to, 
recovery lies through co-operation. Even France, with all her hoards of gold, | 
has been forced recently to borrow $150,000,000 from England to buttress the 
franc, demonstrating that in this day and generation no country is so organ- 
ized as to be able to live of itself alone. 

Generally speaking, therefore, it may be said that the world at last has 
become internationally-minded; and that is a sign that common-sense is re- 
asserting itself. In Germany alone would there appear to be a reactionary 
movement towards a narrower nationalism, but the movement in Germany 
is capable of a dual interpretation. It may be true that Herr Hitler and his 
Nazi army have resurrected some of the more subversive characteristics of 
Prussian ‘“junkerism” in their so-called “bloodless revolution”; but it is | 
also true that Herr Hitler has evinced a willingness to negotiate with other | 
nations of the world not only in matters of trade and commerce but also in | 
matters of armaments. The new Germany, therefore, while driven along in- 
ternally in a narrow nationalistic regimentation by men imbued with the 
“administrative ideals of a sergeant-major’ (as Guedalla would say), is

Raising Revenue 


Over $1,000,000,000 Collected In In- 
| come Tax Since 1917 

| Since Canada adopted the income 
| tax in 1917 as a means of raising 
revenue for the Federal Exchequer, 
an average of over $60,000,000 has 
| been collected each year. In the fis- 
cal year ended March 31, 1933, more 
than $62,000,000 was paid in income 
| tax by Canadians. 

Since 1917, out of profits and rev- 
enues of the people residing and car- 
rying on business in Canada, there 
has been collected over $1,000,000,000. 
No part of this amount has been tak- 
en from dividends and interest going 
‘abroad. The average cost of collection 
over these years has been 2.9 per 
cent. of the amount collected, or in 
other words less than three cents to

Federal Government Economies 


In Reduction Of Expenditures 
Results In Saving Of $81 ,000,000 


Reductions in controllable expendi- 
tures over the last three years, con- 
pled with the $14,000,000 provided in 
the last budget, have resulted in total 
government economies of $81,000,000. 
Hon. E. N. Rhodes, minister of fin- 
ance stated in a circular letter for- 
warded to all Canadian Chambers of 
Commierce and Boards of Trade which 
recently called upon the federal ad- 
ministration to “set a good example,” 
in matters of economy. 

“The government is in cordial sym- 
pathy with the objects you have in 
ming,” Mr. Rhodes wrote. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that all factors of 
the problem, in respect to govern- 
Ment expenditures, had not been con- 
sidered. 

Even if every salary, pension and 
parliamentary indemnity were can- 
celled, there would still be a deficit 
of $26,000,000,000 in the non-control- 
lable obligations, he wrote. 

“Futhermore,” the letter proceeded, 
“may I point out that for two years 
past, through action of the treasury 
board, promotions and fncreases of 
pay have been held in abeyance, and 
as vacanices have occurred in the 
government service the _ positions 
have been abolished.

Salvage Job Too Costly 


Raising Sunken German Fleet Proved 
Too Great a Problem 

The story of the raising of a por- 
tion of the German fleet sunk by Ger- 
man crews at Scapa Flow was told 
to Manchester members of the Insti- 
tution of Mechanical Engineers by E. 
F. Cox, head of the salvage firm 
which undertook the operation. 

It cost the firm about £500,000, 
| said Mr. Cox, and they lost money 
by it. Vessels were sometime upside- 
down, and in one instance the divers 
reported three destroyers in a heap, 
two lying crosswise over a third. A 
battleship like the Hindenburg could 
not be lifted by gearing, so they clos- 
ed up the holes in the vessel and 
pumped out the water until she float- 
ed. One problem was how to locate 
the valves which the Germans had 
opened to sink her. 

The valves once located, it was 
no easy job to put on patches. The 
divers had to search the sides of the 
| vessel thoroughly for holes and had 
to put on 800 patches. One of the 
‘patches cost £2,000. It was not until

In 40 states, school terms have 
been abridged to save money, and 
thousands 0! children have been de- 
prived, to the extent of the abridge- 
ment of educational opportunities 
that should be theirs, 

In 35 states, the teaching staffs 
have been reduced to the point where 
classes are overloaded and can not be 
taught properly. 

In sum, concludes the Post-Intelli- 
fencer, the whole public school sys- 
tem of the nation faces an imminent 
breakdown, the disastrous social and 
moral effects of which will be felt for 
& generation. The newspaper con- 
cludes by denouncing the “false 
economy that breeds ignorance, pov- 
erty and crime.” 

All economy in educational affairs 
is not, of course, false economy. There 
can and should be true economy, an 
elimination of extravagance and 
waste, a pruning away of harmful 
and unfruitful excrescences.

Unemployment relief, $35,000,000. 

“These items are fixed. and uncon- 
trollable beyond question with the 


possible exception of that for unem- | 
ployment relief, but, having regard to | 
existing conditions in Canada and the | 


inescapable demands which are made 
upon the Dominion treasury in this 
connection, this item can, I think, 
fairly be included. The total of the 
above items is $313,000,000. 

“It will thus be observed that if 
we were in a position to eliminate 
every dollar of so-called controllable 
expenditure we would still have a de- 
ficit of $26,000,000.

, New Deep Sea Sounding Is Made In 
Pacific Ocean 


A new deep in the bed of the Pa- 
cific Ocean was reported in a mes- 
sage from the U.S.S. Ramapo. Capt. 
C. B. Mayo, commanding the naval 
oil tanker, reported that by repeated 
| use of the sonic depth finder, the deep 
had been measured at 5,501 fathoms, 
;or 33,006 feet, it was found. The 
thessage said, at latitude 30.43 north, 
; longitude 142.20 east, which would 
| place it directly across the Pacific 
Ocean from San Diego near the coast 
of Japan. 

The new sounding approached the 
greatest known depth, that of 34,210 
feet found in the Mindanao trench 
northeast of the island by that name 
in the Philippine group.

| Spring speaks to mankind none is 
| more generally beloved or more wide- 
jly recognized than the return of the 
| birds. Among our waterfowl the most 
| conspicuous is undoubtedly the Can- 
jada goose or “honker,” Travelling by 
day and by night over town as well 
| &8 country in wedge-shaped flocks led 
by birds of ripe experience these birds

of spring. A few Canada geese winter 
in the southern coastal parts of the 
Dominion such as southern Nova Sco- 
| tia and south-western British Colum-

the coast of the Carolinas, around the 
| gulf of Mexico, and in California.

dle of May. Typical and conspicuous 
birds among these later arrivals are

Now, after the crash, more than 
130 people are travelling to Paris by 
air every day—and the bookings are 
still rising. 

The bookings for Easter were the 
largest ever known. Every aeroplane 
had been duplicated, yet there were 
no more seats on the ordinary routes 
for Easter. 

More aeroplanes are being added to 
the services to cope with the sur- 
prisingly heavy demand for seats. 

“This is by far the greatest de- 
mand for air liner seats that we have 
ever experienced,’’ an Imperial Air- 
ways Official said to a newspaper 
representative recently.

Aircraft In Demand 
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Experts Taking Awe Inspiring Pets 
To Ohicago Fair 

George Messmore and Joseph Da- 
mon, of New York, materializers of 
nightmares, animators of monstrosit- 
les, are about to lead a cavalcade of 
prehistorics to Chicago and the Cen- 
tury of Progress Exposition. There, 
in @ special hemispherical building 
labeled “The World a Million Years 
Ago,” they'll stable their awe-inspir- 
ing pets and then wait hopefully to 
see whether the gate receipts will 
justify their half-million-dollar in- 
vestment. 

Take (or at least consider) the giant 
sloth, for example. Within that steel 
and paper-mache frame, covered with 
luxuriant fur, are a half dozen motors 
that make the giant body weave, its 
mouth open and close in snarling 
hate, its eyes roll, its claws close 
convulsively. At the exposition the 
sloth will be shown struggling des- 
perately to free himself from an as- 
phalt pit as a saber-tooth tiger, at 
the edge gathers himself for a spring. 
Just such a primitive drama must 
have been enacted eons ago, for the 
skeletons of the sloth and the tiger 
were found in La Brea Pit in Cali- 
fornia, 

The mammoth is made to move 
realistically by 15 motors, is covered 
with hides of 420 Mongolian goats, 
and required a year to build. Roy 
Chapman Andrews, and the other ex- 
perts of the American Museum df 
Natural History have been in con- 
sultation with Damon and Messmore, 
figuring out how this and other pre- 
historic monsters must have looked 
and moved. 

Twenty-four years ago George 
Messmore, originally from Detroit, 
was a back-stage mechanic at the 
Metropolitan Opera House, Joseph 
Damon had worked in a St. Louis 
butcher shop while he studied art, 
and finally had won a New York 
scholarship. Here the pair met, and 
stumbled on a commission to build an 
elk for a fraternal convention. That 
gave them the big idea, and they 
went into business together. Damon 
knew anatomy, and was a deft sculp- 
tor, Messmore, in turn, knew how-to 
give the models life-like motion. 

Since then they have created al- 
most every sort of exhibit, from huge 
models of insects to whole herds of 
primal beasts. Department stores all 
over the country rent their Santa 
Clauses and reindeer. Theatres and 
movie companies order gorillas, dino- 
saurs that will pick up young ladies 
in their mouths, stage elephants and 
such. 

The werld’s fair show was the pro- 
duct of a hunch that museums would 
be a lot more interesting if the stuff- 
ed animals were equipped with mo- 
tion and sound. 


Better To Understand 


International Point Of View Would 
Help All Countries 

‘It is easy to condemn—it is bet- 
ter to understand.” Dr. M. E. T. Ad- 
dison, in telling members of the 
Toronto Zonta Club of her recent vis- 
it to the East, spoke with deep feel- 
ing of the great need for the cultivat- 
ing of an international understanding 
—an international point of view. She 
spoke chiefly on Japan, where she 
spent some time recently. 

“We don’t understand the needs of 
other countries—what is going on in 
lands other than our own,” she said. 
Dr. Addison brought the women of 
Japan close to the Canadian women 
in her sympathetic audience, who 
learned with amazement that only 
since 1922 have Japanese women been 
permitted to attend political meet- 
ings. Dr. Addison said they were 
working hard to obtain the suffrage, 
but were still without it.

New Rector Of St. George’s In Lon- 
don, England, Does Not Like Idea

festival at the Church of St. George- 
the-Martyr, Borough High Street, are 
to be held no more: 

For years it has been the custom 
for young Southwark couples to get 
married en masse at St. George’s on 
Easter Sunday. Some years there 
have been as many as ten couples 
kneeling at the altar at the same 
time, and one marriage service has 
married them all. But never again 
will ten bridegrooms have to take such 
care to place the ring upon the fin- 
ger of the right bride, nor, after the 
ceremony, will ten wives run the risk 
of being kissed by the wrong hus- 
band!

3 egg whites. 
3 tablespoons powdered sugar.

Medium Of Artistic Expression Of 
Native Canadians Receiving 
Attention 

Tn these times when the value of 
handicraft, as an occupier of leisure 
and a medium of artistic expression, 
is receiving its due attention, Miss 
Mabel C. Ringland’s article in the 
April “Canadian Geographical Jour- 
nal,” on Indian handicrafts, is of per- 
tinent interest. The red-skinned 
peoples’ who are indigenous to this 
country are noted for their manufac- 
ture of articles of real beauty; many 
of them, in fact, such as ceremonial 
belts and armlets, are decorated with 
designs of historic and enduring sig- 
nificance. 

Miss Ringland tells of handicraft 
among the Ojibwas and the Algomas, 
following their arts from the simplest 
forms of earliest times to the more 
complex and sophisticated expres- 
sions of today. Fifty years ago, in 
Ojibwa bead-work, the principal de- 
sign was a characteristic combination 
of the conventional wild rose and 
buds with lines and angular figures. 
This design is very prevalent among 
the handiwork of Northern Manitoba 
Crees, who use it on moccasin vamps, 
on the gauntlets of gloves, and in 
panel decorations on skin coats. It is 
extremely effective, with its many 
variations and skilful color blending. 
Silk and beads are the mediums. 

Miss Ringland divides the designs 
of the Ojibwas, which she discusses, 
into four classes, all of more or less 
symbolic value: simple basic forms, 
geometric designs, floral patterns, and 
realistic picture figures. The article is 
entertaining and informative; it 
would be of interest to know how 
much of the Indian technique and 
decorative scheme in handicraft could 
be applied to such things as quilting, 
rug-making,. tapestry and similar 
items of handicraft practised by 
white people. The Ojibwas, one notes, 
have adopted the hooked rug as a 
medium for realistic artistic expres- 
sion.— Winnipeg Free Press. 


Changing Editorship 


Famous Boys’ Own Paper To Have

The depression 18 “the last battle of 
the World War,” Dr. James T. Shot- 
well says in his annual report as 
director of the division of economics 
and history ofthe Carnegie Endow- 
ment for Interfiational Peace now 
made public. 

Dr, Shotwell holds that because jthe 
war is the fundamental cause of lene 
depression, the remedies must be 
political as well as economic. He! be 
Heves that the only solid guarantee 
of prosperity lies in strengthening in- 
struments of international 
which are the substitutes of war, such 
as arbitration, the World Court and 
| the League of Nations. : 
| This underlying cause of the de- 
pression—the war—has been neglect- 
etd in much of the present discussion 
of the present crisis, Dr. Shotwell 
| says. ‘‘Those who are studying the de- 
pression in order to find a way out 
have failed to think through to the 
basic economic effects of the war,” he 
writes. “Even such. Jeaders as Sir 
| Arthur Salter and those responsible 
for the program of the World Econo- 
mic Conference have dealt with the 
war primarily in terms of history. 
Consequently the discussions have 
| been chiefly concerned with what are 
lin reality fallacies of the post-war 
period.”

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High Above the Clonds 


Test Ballons Sent Up From Airport 
At Calgary 

Canada's knowledge of conditions 
in the stratosphere high above the 
clouds has been enriched by recovery 
of nine of 16 meterological balloons 
released at the Calgary airport since 
| last August. 

Announcement of the recovery of 
the ballons was made by Lieut.-Com- 
mander C. H. Bromley, representative 
of the Dominion meterological service 
at Calgary, who released two of the 
ballons each month. The tests, in con- 
junction with other work being car- 
ried on as Canada’s share in the inter- 
national polar year investigations, 
will be continued until the close of the 
polar year in August of this year. 

Nine miles above the earth—a mile 
| short of the height reached by Pro- 
fessor Auguste Piccard in his balloon 
ascension to investigate the strato- 
spheres—-was the highest any. of the 
balloons released here reached. Some 
expanded and burst when only three 
miles high, but the average altitude 
| reached.was 40,000 feet—almost eight 
miles.

"Supports Schoolboy’s Verdict 


London Professor Has Poor Opinion 
Of OM Roman 

Schoolboys of many generations 
have been inclined to vote Caesar to 
be a bore at the very best. Poor as is 
their opinion it is almost complimen- 
tary compared with that of Professor 
R. 8S. Conway, as given before the 
conference of the Classical Associa- 
tion in London, England. 

“Julius Caesar is commonly spok- 
en of as the founder of the Roman 
Empire,” said the professor. ‘The 
truth is that he did nothing to cre- 
ate stable government beyond in- 
sisting that provincial governorships 
should be held by men whom he ap- 
pointed himself. Many of these were 
chosen from the ranks of foot-pads 
and cut-throats, whom, as he said 
himself, he was glad to honor because 
they had supported him. 

“No one can deny that Caesar was 
a man of splendid daring, and that 
he could on occasion show, especially 
to his inferiors, a quite charming 
courtesy. But from many passages in 
the ‘Gallic War’ and from his own 
surviving letters it is plain that he 


|was entirely wanting in humor and 


that his whole nature was soaked in 
self-esteem, 

“Under the influence of Cleopatra, 
who was present in Rome in 46 and 
44 B.C,, this temper took shape in 
acts of senile vanity and gratuitous 
insults to the time-honored traditions 
of ordered civil life. This led inevit- 
ably to his assassination and the ap- 
palling civil wars of the next 13 


years. 


Curse Of High Tariffs 


World Has Been Going Crazy Over 
Raising Trade Barriers 

Tariffs throughout the world must 
come down, Hon. R. J. Manion, Minis- 
ter of Railways and Canals, said in 
the House of Commons recently. Ac- 
tion, however, must be taken on a 
world-wide scale and it would be sui- 
cide for Canada, or any other single 
country to lower its tariffs while high 
duties are maintained by the rest of 
the world.
